DEATH OF VISCOUNT 
COWDRAY.  - 


HIS MANY SERVICES, 


Viscount Cowdray died at his Scottish 
home, Dunecht House, Aberdeen, yesterday 
in his seventy-first year. He had been in 


of | indifferent health for some time, but the 


end came more suddenly than had been 
expected. Lord and Lady Cowdray were 
to have been presented with the Freedom 
of Aberdeen to-morrow, and on Friday 
evening Lady Cowdray travelled from 
London to Dunecht House. Head of the 
great firm of public works contractors, 
Lord Cowdray was one of the foremost 
business men of his day, and during the 
war his services were fully utilised by Mr. 
Lloyd George, who appointed him Presi- 
dent of the Air Board. 

Weetman Dickinson Pearson, st 
Viscount Cowdray, was the eldest son of 
the late George Pearson, oí Brickendon- 
bury, Hertford, and was educated 
privalteiy at Harrogate. He was created a 
baronet in 1894, and in the following year 
was elected Liberal member for Colchester. 
He retained the seat until 1910, when he 
was raised to the Peerage of the United 
Kingdom, taking the title of Baron 
(‘owdray of Midhurst, Sussex, and in 1917 
he was created Viscount Cowdray, of 
Cowdray, Sussex.” He was appointed a 
Privy Councillor in 1917, and a G.C.V.O. 
in 1925. 

Among Lord Cowdray’s many appoint 
ments were those of High Steward of Col- 
chester, Deputy Lieutenant of Aberdeen- 
shire, and Lieutenant-Colonel of the Roya) 
Engineers, T.F., and he was Rector of 
Aberdeen University from 1918 to 1921. 


PROPOSED UNIQUE HONOUR. 

Tt was in last August that the City 
Council of Aberdeen decided to offer the 
freedom to Lord and Lady Cowdray in 
recognition of their great munificence to 
the city, and it is believed that the 
ceremony would have ‘been the first 
instance in the country of a wife being 
made a [ree burgess at the same time as 
her husband and reeeiving the honour in 
ber own right. Also to have been presen: 
at the ceremony were Lord and Lady 
Cowdray’s son, Major the Hon. Harold 
Pearson, and. his wife; their daughter, 
Lady Denman, Mrs. Kinnell, Lady 
Cowdray’s sister, and a representative of 
the Mayor and Town Council of Colchester, 
of which.town-on separate occasions Lord 
and Lady Cowdray were made. free 
burgesses. 

Civic messages of condolence with Lady 
Cowdray were among the earliest which 
she received. 

The name of Cowdray is perpetuated in 
Aberdeen by the Cowdray War Memorial 
Hall and Art Museum, which was opened 
by the King two years ago. Lord 
Cowdray gave £20,000 towards its cost, 
and Lady Cowdray a like sum, besides 
several thousands more for an organ. 
Other public gifts included £5,000 to- 
wards the building fund for a new 
hospital for sick children at Aberdeen, 
£5,000 towards the founding of a Chair of 
Forestry at Aberdeen University, and a 
like sum to Robert Gordon’s College, 
Aberdeen. Other notable benefactions 
were the gifts of £25,000 each from Lord 
and Lady Cowdray a few weeks ago in 
heading a subscription list. opened by 
Lord Provost Lewis for £400,000 for the 
execution of a scheme for building new 
hospitals at Aberdeen. 

Lord and “Lady Cowdray have done 
much to improve the conditions upon the 
land which they own in Aberdeenshire 
and Kincardineshire. In recent years 
they, with their family and the Cowdray 
Trust, have purchased, besides Dunecht, 
about 51,000 acres. 


REMARKABLE INCIDENT RECALLED 

Diinecht, which was acquired by Lord 
Cowdray about seventeen years ago, lies 
twelve miles west of the City of Aberdeen. 
It was associated nearly half a century 
ago with a _ sensation which attracted 
national attention. The estate then was 
the property of the Earls of Crawford and 
Balearres. After the death, in 1880, of 
Alexander William, twenty-fifth Earl of 
Crawford and eighth of Balcarres, it was 
discovered, on December ó, 1881, that his 
body had been stolen from the mausoleum 
in the grounds. It was found near the 
spot from which it had been stolen on 
July 18, 1882, and a man was convicted 
of stealing it.

OVER 90 MEN BELIEVED TO 
BE DEAD.

Ninety-one miners are believed to have 
perished in an explosion in the’ New 
England Company s coal mine at Everetts- 
ville yesterday. . Members of rescue 
parties declare that conditions inside the 
mine are such that no one could have 
escaped. 

The explosion wrecked the main entry 
and tip. The force of the blast was so 
great that two men working on the tip 
were killed and fifteen others were 
injured. Only one miner escaped from 
the workings alive 

All rescue work was suspended to-day, 
whilst teams of men frantically fought 
the fire in the tunnels in which the ex- 
plosions occurred... The proprietors of the 
mine declare that there can be no rescue 
work while the fire is burning.

Lyon and Company, in Sauchiehall street. 
Immediately all the tramcars- were 
stopped in this busy thoroughfare, and all 
the streets in the vicinity were instantly 
congested. Nearly eighty thousand people 
collected on the heights of Garnethill, at 
the foot of which nestled the huge printing 
works. | 

A doctor s servant girl saw flames emerg- 
ing from the lower windows shortly after 
ten and raised the alarm. The firemen 
found the crowd there first, and were so 
hampered that they had to turn their 
hoses on the hordes that pressed round 
them. 

It was quickly seen that the place was 
doomed. The building resembled a raging 
inferno, and a wide district was 
illuminated. The terrifying sight catised 
householders in Renfrew street, just | be- 
hind the factory, to rush from their 
houses. 

DANCERS WATCH THE FIRE. 

The heat was intense and windows 
cracked all around. Policemen warned‘ 
householders to keep an eye on their own 
property, as looters were about. Residents 
in a huge tenement adjoining the back of 
the blazing property in Renfrew street 
were warned out, and an invalid old 
woman and a critically ill baby were taken 


to a convenient nursing home for safety. 


Two dance halls a few yards away were 
ht up by the flames, but-there was no 
panic among the dancers, many of, whom 
rushed out to*swell the huge crowds watch- 
ing the spectacle.

DETERMINED TO FIGHT THEM. 


The Marquis of Londonderry on Saturday 
addressed the membere of the Executive of 
the Durham County Unionist Association. 

Mr. Baldwin, he said, was determined to 
fight the Communists to the bitter end, and 
because of that was extremely desirove that 
we should have peace in the industrial world, 
Just a year ago the country was on the eve 
of a general strike, and that event couvinced 
the Government that they must take some 
action to prevent a recurrence of such a 
calamity. He was hopeful that the Labour

AMENDMENT. NECESSARY. 


The Times, in a leading article upon 
the Trade Unions Bill, the second reading 
of which will be moved by the Attorney- 
General this afternoon, remarks :—If it is 
to command that Jarge working class and 
trade union approval .and support which 
are essential to the full attainment of its 
objects, considérable amendments in form 
appear to be indispensable. It will tax 
the skill of the draftemen to make them at 
once lucid and precise without impairing 
the material provisions of the measure, 
but, doubtless, the task can “be accom- 
plished. Presumably, Sir Douglas Hogg 
will remove some ambiguities and uncer- 
tainties presented to the unprofessional 
mind by the bill in its present shape, and 
will indicate, at least in general terms, the 
attitude of the Government on the subject, 
of amendments. 

Certain amendments are generally con- 
sidered to be necessary. It is plain that 
the responsibility of framing and moving 
them belongs properly to the Goavernment. 
They ought to be moved from the front 
bench and not left to the initiative of in- 
dividual Conservative members, who feel 
that they are necessary, and: who will 
themselves propose them if Ministers do 
not. Nothing will serve better to satisfy 
doubts and hesitations among the mass of 
steady and reasonable working men than 
such ‘an official proof that the bill is not 
intended to do more than the Government 
admit : that it is not directed against any 
defensible form of trade unionism, but 


An early announcement that the Govern- 
ment will themselves amend the measure 
wherever it can he shown to trench upon 
such trade union rights as are not a 
menace to the community or a cloak for 
oppression of individual ‘trade unionists, 
would go far to strip the last shred of 
plausibility from the empty rhetoric of 
labour platforms. 

We have heard a creat deal of declama- 
tion against the bill since it was intro 
duced, and aven before it was introduced, 
but all has been vague and irrelevant. In 
Parliament neither declamation nor 
evasion will avail. . Facts and reasons will 
be expected, and if is upon facts and 
reasons that the country, and with the 
country the non-political rank and file of 
the trade unions, will judge the bill.

EGYPT OVER THE 
BORDER. 


SIR FLINDERS PETRIE’S 
DESCRIPTION. 


Sir Flinders Petrie, in the course of a 
letter to The Times, written from Tell 
Jemmebh, Gaza, writes:=—The work of the 
British: School of Archeology in Egypt on 
the City of Gerar has shown its import- 
ance as an Figyptian stronghold, and this

bridgehead: for the Persian armies keeping 
up the hold cn Egypt. A month’s supply 
of corn while assembling, a month for 
forcing the desert road, and a month for 
the siege of the frontier fortresses would 
be nohe too much to allow for safety. 

Below the Persian level lay the great 
fort and other buildings of Psammethicos, 
planned like his frontier forts of 
Naukratis and Daphne. He needed such 
to hold back the Scythians, whom he kept 
at bay in this segion for a generation. 
Scythian arrow bad abounded here, left 

Under this 
were traces of the Assyrian oecupation, 
such as a lazuli cylinder, carved with 
monsters, a lion weight, and a pit full of 
pottery of the finest kind wholly unknown 
in Palestine, and of Perso-Mesopotamian 
forms. 

Descending to an older level there was 
discovered a town of Jewish period of 
irregular and poorer buildings. This was 
patly based on the fourth town, which was 
distinguished by the size of the bricks 
equal to more than ten of modern use. 
All the foundations were laid deep with 
sand, according to the Egyptian custom.

From OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

IT am informed that the new Medical 
Registration  Bill,. introduced. by Mr. 
McGilligan in the Free State Parliament 
last Friday, follows closely on the lines of 
the forecast. published in these colymns 
some weeks ago, with the important addi- 
tion that Northern Ireland is to be-given 
direct representation on the General 
Medical Council. 

The bill is the. result of an agreement 
concluded quite recently between repre- 
sentatives of the Council and of the 
British and Free State Governments, and 
achieves, I learn, “the fullest possible 
measure of reciprocity.’ 

Both Northern Ireland and the: Free 
State, it seems, will have representation 
on the General Medical Council, but the 
Free State will have a separate register, 
with a separate supervising Medica! 
Council. The numerical strength of the 
latter will, I gather, be nine, including 
one rev~--entative from each of the con- 
stituent Colleges of the National 
University, one from Dublin University, 


‘one from the Royal College of Surgeons, 


one from the Royal College of Physicians, 
one from the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Ireland, and one or two nominees of the 
Government. 

Under the new arrangement a student 
qualifying at any of the recognised 
medical schools in the Free State will be 
obliged to have his name entered upon the 
home medical register, but no citizen of 
the British Empire will be debarred from 
practising in the Free State if -he is 
registered in any section of the General 
Medical Register.
